overcome the current difficultles.’" 

Before the talks began, Egypt had 
indicated that President Anwar 
Sadat had assured other Arabs that 
Egypt's links to them came first, and 
that Egypt would not forget '‘the 
rights of the Palestinians." 

Dayan for his part had made it 
clear in talks on Thursday with the 
Belgian, West German and Dutch 
foreign ministers in Brussels that 
Israel has no intention of leaving 
Judea and Samaria. He was quoted 
by diplomatic sources as having told 
the ministers, whom he met 
separately, ‘‘We have differences 
with the Arabs, we have differences 
on this subject with America, and we 
might have differences with ycu as 
well, But even if the whole world is 
against us, we will not give up the 
West Bank and Gaga or accept the 
creation of a Falestinian state or a 
Palestinian entity.” 

He had added that after an initial 
freeze on new settlements Israel in- 
tends to go ahead “and have Jews 
and Arabs live side by side without 
displacing the Arabs or chasing them 
off their lands." 

Dayan had seid on Saturday night 
that he was in the Belgian capital to 
have “talks about the talks."” After 
an unscheduled meeting with Khalil 
that night the foreign minister told 
reporters: "We did not try to find a 
solution but we did try to define the 
problem.""

Diplomatic sources said that Israel 
and Egypt were still far apart after 
Dayan's and Khalil's surprise late- 
night meeting. Egyptian sources sald 
Khalil had told Dayan that Egypt — 
which now demands linkage of 
diplomatic relations to estabdlish- 
ment of Arab autonomy in Judea- 
Samaria, plus precedence for 
Egypt's military links with the Arabs 
over the peace with Israel — must be 
able to show ‘“‘movement” in order to 
obtain the support of Saudi Arabia. 

The precedence demand means 
that Egypt would be free to go to war 
with Israel! if there were hostilities 
between Israel and, for example, 
Syria. 

During his stay in Brussels, Dayan 
found time for ἃ visit to the local 
museum of antiquities and Egyp- 
tology, to see the world's oldest 
known mention of Jerusalem. The 
word appears on the chest of a small 
statuette made of dried mud, 
representing an enemy soldier with 
his hands tied together and his ankiea 
chained.

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
last night denied press reports 
quoting him as telling his European 
counterparta in Brussels that Israel 
was prepared to readmit 150,000 
Arab refugees into Judea and 
Samaria.

Dayan, speaking to reporters at 
Ben-Gurion Airport, stressed that 
any return of more refugees is sub- 
ject to Israel's approval.

Journalist Moshe Tavor: 
A great political chronicler 


Dr. Moshe Tavor, for more than a. 


decade the Israel mdent of 
the prestigious ‘‘Frankfurter 
Allgemeine” who died last Thursday 
in Jerusalem at the age of 75, was 
outstanding in many fields. 

Besides being a respected jour- 
nalist and political analyst, he was 


also a German-language stylist. He 


enjoyed great credibility among 
politiclans and other newsmakers jn 
Germany and elsewhere. 

" “Tavor says,” a standard expres- 
sion among readers of the 
“Frankfurter,” was based on their 
feeling that his writing was founded 
not only on political and professional 
experience, but also on a deep sense 
of responsibli 


Tavor came from the Jewish com- 
munity of Moravia, which was part 
of the old Austrian monarchy. He 
was born Fritz Tauberin in 1903 in 
Olmuetz. He studied law in Prague, 
and, after getting his doctorate, went 
into practice there. 

In the days of the Masaryk and 
Benes republic, however, he wes 
soon captivated by the fascinating 
atmosphere of the world of 
newspapers in Prague. The

press were among the best in Central 
Europe until the shadow of Hitler

Tavor's Zionist education was in

TEL AVIV. — Mandatory retire- 
ment, foreing men to quit work at 65 
and women at 60, causes untold mis- 
ery to thousands of Israelis every 
year and undoubtedly shortens their 
lives. This was stated yesterday by 
Dr. Haim Harpac, secretary of the 
Israel Gerontology Society, on the 
eve of the tion's second an- 
nual two-day conference which 
opens tomorrow at the Weizmann 
Institute in Rehovot. 

“The paradoxical thing,” he add- 
ed, “Is that women, who live five 
years longer than men, are forced to 
retire five years earHer. Also, to 
force either of them to quit workina 
country which is crying desperately 
for workers is criminal. These senior 
citizens can work, want to work, and 
if they work It will improve their 
feeling of usefulness. This wauld also 
help eliminate much of the loneliness 
which overwhelms them in their 
later years,’ he said. 


The problem in Israel is increasing 
every year. When the state was 
founded, the “‘elderiy"’ (above 65) 
constituted only 4 per cent of the pop- 
ulation. Today the figure is ὃ per cent 
(282,000 persons), and by 1985 there 
will be approximately 410.000 per- 
sons above the age of 65. 


At present, 11 per cent of the elder- 
ly are entirely on their own — 
without friends or relatives. Their 
isolation puts unbearable emotional 
ἐπα mental stress on them. And 
when they get sick, “there isn't even 


declared. 

He pointed out that “the country 
does not build housing suitable for 
elderly persons. And those who live 


anyone to help them,”’ Harpaz- 


solely on pensions find thelr income 
dwindling month by month due to the 
fnfletionary spiral.” 

Dr. Marian Rabinowitz. head of 
the geriatic rehablliation depart- 
ment at the Sheba Medical Centre, 
noted,. “We live in an age where 
medical advances are continually in- 
creasing the life span. But the 
medical profession has not seriously 
tackled the ailments to which the 
elderly are prone. 

“The medical Profession considers 
them second-class citizens. By some 
sort of strange projection, the doc- 
tors who try to help them are con- 
sidered second-class doctors. The 
result is that young doctors stay 
away from this field, thus creating a 
vicious circle," he said. 

“There is a chronological way of 
measuring age,” Rabinowitz said. 
However. many of the elderly are 
able to do a day's work. And 
their mental facilities, emotional 
stability and ability to function 
places them in a much younger age 
bracket than their chronological 


Forced to fend for themselves, 
without any preparation for a life of 
idjeness, the clderly sink to a “level 
of despair,” Rabinowitz added. 

Large institutions are not the 
answer. The solution 18 in es- 
tablishing community services to 
provide for the specific needs of the 


elderiy. 

Prof. Amelia Globerson, chairman 
of the society, noted that the con- 
ference would bring together several 
hundred persons from different dis- 
ciplines so that a joint programme 
could be worked out. ‘‘Then we face 
the problem of implementing this 


programme," she said. 


Threatened citrus boycott successful

TEL AVIV. — The first selective 
consumer strike has been a success 
even before it started, Maya Tavori, 
head of the Israel Consumer Council, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

“The chain stores have lowered 
the price of oranges and grapefruit 
by between a half a pound and a 
pound a kilo. We are meeting 
tomorrow with the Citrus Marketing 
Board and hope to lower the price to 
IL5 a kilo, as we demanded in the 
first place,” she said. 

Tavori added that if the board 


lowers the price, then there will be 
no need to boycott oranges and 
grapefruit. 

The ICC held a press conference a 
week ago at which it threatened to 
call for a consumer boycott of 
oranges if the price was not dropped 
to ILS a kilo. At that time they were 
selling for about IL4.80. Today they 
are selling in the chain atores at 
between IL5.80 and IL6.25 per kilo.

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Local rates 
may rise by 
70 per cent

Municipal rates may increase by 
70 per cent during the coming year, - 
according to the latest bud; 
guidelines for local authorities 


prepared by the Interior Ministry. 
The local authorities have been in- 


structed to prepare draft budgets 
corresponding with the general 
guidelines of the government budget 
for the coming financial year. Any 
change in the priorities of the local 
authorities will have to be at the ex- 
pense of other items in their budgets. 

Salaries of employees fn the local 
authorities may not Increase by 
more than 42 per cent and will be In- 
dependent of salary changes in other 
sectors of public service. Apart from 
the overall freeze on absorbing more 
workers, the loca] authorities are ex- 
pected to reduce their payrolls. 

The regulations enable the local 
authorities to increase local rates in 
accordance with the general in- 
creagze in prices over the past year, 
and they are encouraged to increase 
their revenue from this source. 
Ministry officials anticipate that the 
local authorities will increase rates 
accordingly, by as much as 70 per 
cent, to make up for revenue losses 
they'have absorbed over the past two 
years.

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‘Faults in F-15 engine may be cause of crashes 


‘Eagles’ fall at alarming rate

BONN. — A U.S. Air Force F-15 
"Eagle" jet fighter that crashed in 
_ northern West Germany last Tues- 
“day was the fourth of these front-line 
warplanes to have crashed here 
since April. (Widely billed as the 
best new fighter-plane in the world, 
the F-15 is Israel's top front-line 

combat aircraft). 

The firat 7¢-plane tactical wing of 
the twin-engine jets to be deployed to 
Europe seems to be losing aircraft at 
an alarming rate. Some West Ger- 
man reports claim that the U.S. F-15 
foree here is being decimated at a 
faster rate than West German pilots 
suffered when they first put the U_S.- 
built F-104 “Starfighter’’ into service 
with the West German. air force 
some 17 years ago. ᾿ 


The West Germans eventually 
bought some 900 Starfighters, but 


over the years about 180 of them. 


crashed for reasons that are stil] be- 
ing debated, killing about 80 pilots. 
An alr force spokesman, Major 
Fred Morgan at Ramstein air force 
hase, said in a telephone interview 
‘that no official air force statement 
on the cause of the latest crash would 
be made until a board of investiga- 
tion had completed its work. He said 


investigators were still looking into 
the other three crashes — two into 
the North Sea in April and June and 
one elaewhere in West Germany in 
July — but that details on what caus- 
ed these crashes would not normally 
be made public anyway. 


Major Morgan said, however, that 
“each of the four accidents appears 
to’ have happened for different 
reasons and there is no trend which 
indicates there is anything grossly 
wrong with the aircraft.” He said the 
planes here, which are all based at 
Bitburg air force hase, in the hills of 
western West Germany, were not 
grounded or under any flight restric- 
tions. One pilot has been killed in the 
four crashes. 


Speculation in both the U.3. and 
West German press, however, 
‘centres upon the plane's two fan-jet 
erigines. The development of these 
highly sophisticated engines and the 
methods under which they were 
tested for compHance ta 
specifications were a matter of con- 
siderable controversy in the mid- 
1970s. 

If the planes are suffering from 
engine problems, the situation 
becomes doubly serious for the pilots, 
and the Pentagon because, aside 
from the 727 twin-jet F-15s slated to 


be eventually produced, the new F-16 
ape lgae ares Jet, of which more than 

1.000 will be bulit, uses the same 
engine. 

The $15m. F-15s in West Germany, 
which arrived in April 1977, are sup- 
Posed to be the vanguard of the 
American air defence of Western 
Evrope. They are eventually to work 
in conjunction with and protect the 
mutiti-billion dollar airborne warning 
and control planes designed to signal 
the first sign of enemy air attack. 

“The F-15s at Bitburg are supposed 
to be the first off the rinway to 
chalienge invading planes from the 
east. At the moment, however, U.S. 
air force plans call for stationing 
only about 100 F-18s in Europe. ° 

(In Washington, a U.S. air force 
spokesman said the F-15s accident 
rate is the lowest of any air force jet 
fighter. According to an air force 
study of crashea during each of three 
fighter aircraft's first 100,000 flying 
hours, there were six F-15 crashes, 
46 crashes of F-104 starfighters and 


.24 F-4 Phantom crashes. 


{Of the most recent eight crashes 
of F-15s, the air force spokesman 
said, four were in-air or landing ac- 
cidents, three were caused by 
mechanical failures and the cause of

CIA censorship clause challenged

WASHINGTON. — A 26-year veteran 
of the Central Intelligence Agency 
sued the agency on Friday in an 
attempt to publish, without officiel 
censorship, a book critical of U.S. in- 
telligence agencies for what he 
Jhelieves were their often-inept ef- 
forts to combat communism in Asia. 


Ralph McGehee, who served from 
1952 through 1977 as an Asia 
specialist both at CLA headquarters 
and at “stations” throughout the 
Orient, asked the U.S. District Court 
in Washington to declare un- 
constitutional a clause of the CLA's 
standard employment contract. The 
clause bans former agents from 
writing books or articles without per- 


mission. ; ε 

Tt was the first time in the recent 
spate of controversial books by 
former CLA operatives that the cen- 
sorship contract had been challeng- 
ed before publication. Other spies- 
turned-authors, such as Frank Snepp 
and John Stockwell kept their 
manuscripts secret ‘until the books 
were delivered to the stores and it 
was too late for the CLA to stop them. 

In a telephone interview, McGehee 
declined to discuss the contents of 
his book. But he said it would dis- 
close neither classified information 
nor the names of undercover agents. 

Mark Lynch, an American Civil 
Liberties Union attorney who filed 
the suit, said the book was ‘about 
Asian communism and the CIA's in- 
ability to understand it.” 


Mass murder suspect in hospital 


CHICAGO (Reuters). — A homosex- 
ual suspected of murdering as many 
ΔΒ 32 boys has been moved from a 
police cell to a prison hospital for 
paychiatric and heart tests. 

John Wayne Gacy, a 36-year-old 
building contractor previously jailed 
for 18 months for sodomy, was 
transferred under heavy guard 
yesterday as police dug up three 
more bodies from beneath his house 
in suburban Chicago. 

The police have so far found five 
bodies in a two-day search and a 
spokesman.added, ‘‘we expect there 
will be others." 

Police investigators said Gacy had 
told them that inthe past two years 
he strangled 82 boys after having sex 
with them. 

Gacy told police 16 of the victims 
were buried underneath his single 
storey brick ranch house and garage 
and the others dumped in lakes, 
rivers and woods. 


His attorney requested that Gacy 
be given medical tests as he had a 
history of heart trouble. 

Police said none of the bodies 
recovered had been identified. But 
they were checking lists of missing 
persons. 

The search for bodies has been 
suspended until after Christmas. 
The house, in the suburb of Norridge, 
has been sealed off and placed under 
armed guard. 

The grisly orgy of Killing related 
by Gacy could turn out to be one of 
the biggest mass murders ever un- 
covered in the U.S. 

In a case which seems similar, 


homosexual Patrick James Kearney 
was jailed for life in California early 


. this year for the ‘‘trash-bag ὁ 


murders. Police believed he was 
responsible for killing as many as 32 
young men. Some of their bodies 
were found in garbage disposal bags.

Ail hands lost as Cypriot ship sinks 


MESSINA, Sicily (UPI). — A 
Cypriot merchant vessel sank with 
all ita crew in the narrow straits of 
Messina yesterday after colliding 
with a British oil tanker, port of- 
ficfais said. 

The officials said the 1,070-ton 
Omonia of Nicosia sank with a crew 
of 10 or 12 men in the 3.3-kilometre- 
wide northern end of the straits that 
separate Sicily from the Italian 
mainland. 


Italian navy helicopters and 
vessels were searching the area for 
possible survivors, but none were 
immediately found, officials said. 


They said the Almak, a 33,329 
gross ton tanker built in 1978, suf- 
fered only minor damage on the bow 
and was allowed to continue on to 
Augusta on the eastern coast of Sici- 
ly to unload its cargo of crude oil. 

Messina port officials said one of 
the search vessels looking for the 
wreckage ‘of the Omonia was 
equipped with sonar but that it had 
yet to find a trace of the Cypriot 
merchant sailer. 

They said, however, that a fishing 
boat In the area had found tables and 
ἃ mast floating on the surface near 
an oil slick belleved caused by the 
collision and sinking.

LONDON (AP). — Drought, Jand- 


erosion and pest-affected crops have © 


caused starvation that is killing 
between 15 and 100 persons a day in 
the western Wollo region of Ethiopia, 
two British church workers reported 
yesterday. 

After a two-week visit to the East 
African country, Kate Phillips and 
Sarah Hayward of Christian Aid said 
that more than one million lives are 
at stake in the region, which is about 
240 kilometres north of Addis Ababa, 
the capital. In the whole of Ethiopia, 
More than 5 million people are suf- 
fering from the effects of natural and 
man-made disasters, they said. - 


Ethiopia has a population of 28 
million, An ethnic Somali rising in 
the éast was crushed earlier this 
year,. but 2 war with Eritrean 
secessionists in the north continues 
after 16 years. Much Jess well lnown 
is a struggle in the south between 
government forces and dissident 
Shifta tribespeople, Phillips said. .

task at the time. The spot allocated 

to us was a very rocky feld with a 
thin layer of loamy soil. There were 
no nurseries or garden centres where 
you could buy soil, compost or 
manure. There were few houses in 
our neighbourhood and the rocky 
landscape was inhabited by weeds, 
thistles and wild flowers. From the 
nearby fields, I collected good top 
soll, bucket after bucket of it, for my 
first flower bed. 

. Unfortunately there was a war on 
‘at the time. Sniping and mortar 
shells left few opportunities for gar- 
den work. There was also a terrible 
shortage of water. It was rationed 
for essential uses only. Yet whatever 
I planted was a great success. This 
was because we had plenty of 
sunshine. 

Years passed. Our trees grew 
higher and so did the new buildings 
around our little garden. Every high- 
growing tree and newly built wall cut 
off more and.more beneficial 
sunshine until my plot became a 
shady one, with limited sunshine 
during the morning hours, But I was

My decision was influenced by the 


; many wild flowers that had grown in 


my garden since before I arrived 
and still grew after more than 30 
years in the holes of my garden 
rocks: anemones, cyclamen, 
crocuses, wild irises and others. 
They have multipiied yearly by 
producing new bulblets and by 
spreading their seed. I enjoy them 
every winter and spring. Although in

Officially listed on the first voyage 
were Rodrigo de Triana Bermejo, 
Dr. Bernal and Dr. Marco, Alonso de 
la Calle, Ri Segovia, Diego de 
Arana, Juan de Campo, and a young 
orphan whose name was not 
listed. ΑἹ] were known to be Jews. 

Luis de Torres, who sailed with the 
first expedition, was the first Euro- 
pean to set foot In America, and 
Columbus wrote in his diary that “he 
was Jewish and spoke Hebrew and a 
little Arabic." Nothing is known of 
the fate of the rest of Columbus’ 
men, but the chronicle saya that 
Torres settled in Cuba where, due to 
his gift for languages. he quickly 
picked up the local Indian dialect 
and became able to the 
colonia! authorities as an inter- 
preter. 

Columbus sailed to various islands 
near the American continent, in- 
eluding Antilles, Guadaloupe, 
Jamaica, Grenada and what is now 
‘the Dominican Republic. He named 
ἃ cove on the island of Isabelle 
“‘Abraham Cove,” an “Isaac Point" 
on Santa Maria la Antigua Island, 
“Salomon Cape" on Guadaloupe, 
and “David Inlet" on Jamaica. 
There ts a “San David Cove” in 
Grenada and the Dominican 
Republic, both named by Columbus. 
while a mountain In Grenada was 
named ‘‘Sinal.”” 

Columbus’ last recorded act is con- 
sistent with the ‘‘inconsistent’’ side 
of his story. In his will, he bequeath- 
ed “half a silver marco to a Jew 
‘probably a beggar) who can usually 
be found sitting at the gate to the 
Lisbon juderid."” 

Was: Columbus a Jew? There is 
probably no definitive answer. The. 
information and theories produce 
more questions than answers. But it 
is not impossible that the discovery 
of America was another Jewish con- 
tribution to the world.

Bugléweéd Yajuga reptans or had- 
δαΐα sohelet in Hebrew). This low, 
quick-growing creeper has dark pur- 
ple and green foliage and dark blue 
flowers. It grows wild in Europe and 
was brought here from France in 
“1949. Resistant to cold and frost, it is 
especially suitable for hilly regions,- 
-but needs frequent watering during 
dry periods. Ajuga grows to a max- 
imum height of about 15 cm. and 
flowers in spring. 

‘The blooming period is quite short, 


but the multi-coloured leaves’ 


provide a decorative ground cover. 
They grow broader in part shade. 

English ivy (hedera helix or kissus 
hAahoresh in Hebrew). There are 
many varieties of hedera. Some are 
used as indoor house plants or as 
pergola climbers or as container 
plants. Some produce dark green 
leaves, others light ones, and there 
are varieties with green and white 
foliage. 

Hedera plants creep slowly in all 
directions. They ‘‘run'’ over 
obstacles like terraces or climb 
trees. In our hill regions, Aedera 
needs mulch protection in winter. 
Dry leaves or pine needles are best 
for this. | 

Wandering Jew (tradescantia 
Jluminensis or yehudi noded in 
Hebrew). Everybody knows this 
popular house plant. It is grown easi- 
ly (and quickly) by putting a cutting 
into a glass of water and then 
transplanting the rooted plant into a 
flower pot for a wall decoration. Not 
all amateur gardeners, however. 
know that this plant Is a fast-growing 
ground cover that thrives in partial 
and even in deep shade: There are 
different varieties of tradescantia, 
some with green or purple leaves 
and some with green and white 
striped leaves. Some yield white or 
blue flowers and others pink ones. 
The purple-leaved tradescantis is 
sensitive to frost and should be 
.covered with mulch for winter. 

Columbine (aquilegia) originated 
in Eastern Asia and grows about 30 
em. high. The characteristic small 
round leaves fade and disappear in 
summer, ‘even if you continue to 
water this plant. This should not dis- 
courage you however from 
cultivating the plant and treating it 
as a welcome perennial for shade. It 
will appear with bigger and more 
flowers next winter. Aquilegia 
flowers in white, pink, red, purpie or 
in combinations of colours. Most of 
the flowers have blue, yellow or lac 
spurs, an added attraction. 

Aquilegia grows in every garden 
soil and does not need special care, 
except for occasional weeding and 
light hoelng. It can be easily grown 
from seeds or bought from nurseries

Remembering 60 years ago

MUCH HAS happened since they 
used to wrap malarial patients in 
bed sheets and Shifra Haikin-Razi 
has seen it all. 

A member of the first class of the 
Hadassah School of Nursing, which 
opened its doors 60 years ago, she 
retains a vivacity that belies ber 80 
years. She remembers with fondness 
the years she devoted in caring for 
others, but she adds that if she had 
the choice to make today, she 
wouldn't become a nurse. 

Born in Jaffa, she was living in the 
Neve Zedek quarter of Tel Aviv and 
studying in a teachers seminary 
when World War I broke out. Her 
Russian-born parents were deported 
to Egypt, and she went to stay with 
her sister in Sejera in the Jordan 
Valley. ῃ 

There, and later in Merhavia, she 
helped care for Jewish refugees 
from Jerusalem and local settlers, 
many of whom suffered from 
malaria and dysentary. It was then 
that malarial patients were wrapped 


‘in wet bedsheets to bring down their 


fever. 

. Although attached-to the German 
Army medical corps, she saw no doc- 
tors, only a man with some medical 
training. In fact, she adds. she 
dreamed of being a nurse before she 


had ever seen a nurse In uniform. 

The great change came when the 
British occupied the Jordan Valley. 
Suddenly the Turks left and the 
Jewish settlers waited up all night, 
wrapped in blankets, to greet the 
conquerers. When the British came, 
they brought with them the 
American doctors and nurses who 
had volunteered to pilot the 
Hadassah project in Israel. 

Seon after she learned of the es- 
tablishment of the nursing school 
which, at the time, had a branch in 
Tiberias. 

“I took my little pack and set off 
for Tiberias," she says, “walking 
and getting rides on carts. When I 
got there, there were hundreds of 
girls, from the whole region, but only 
six of ué stuck it out." 

Her first impression of the 
Tiberias Hospital was of a nurse 
standing by a bedside feeding a 
patient through a mouthpiece. For 
her, it was like a vision. 

There were no actual classes, she 
says. The student nurses learned by 
the bedside. | 

“We didn't speak English, and the 
nurses and doctors didn't speak 
Hebrew, and we didn't speak Yid- 
dish out of principle.” Meanwhile, 
she and the other students complain- 


ed that they wanted real classes. 
Around the same time, she con- 
tracted typhus and one meeting 
between the administration and the 
student committee, of which she was 
a member, was held at her bedside. 


EVENTUALLY HADASSAH decid- - 


ed to send the students to Jerusalem, 
where they worked in the old 
Rothschild Hospital on Rehov 
Haneviim, together with the 
Hadassah staff. She remembers an 
incident in which the night 
watchman did not recognize Henriet- 
ta Szold and would not let her in. The 
next day, she says, Miss Szold com- 
mended the watchman for his 
diligence. 

In those days, and in the years that 
followed when she worked as 8 
nurse, the emphasis was on dis- 


cipline. As a student she worked 12 ᾿ 


hours, day or night for six weeks. 
Then she got two days off. She com- 
pleted her studies in 1921, and then 


“Hadassah sent her about the country 


to teach the nursing system to 


. others, 


As for nurses today, she says, they 
don't have to work as hard, but they 
also have leas to say in the care of 
patients. The gulf between doctors 
and nurses is greater, she feels. 
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in small tins. The short-lived flowers 
are most decorative. :

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Exporting 500m. flowers is 


a big and growing business

TEL AVIV. — Unless the govern- 
ment grants flower growers easy 
credit during the next fiscal year 
there will be 8 drop in exports, 
Avigdor Zvieli, secretary-treasurer 
of Moshav Olesh, near Netanya, told 
a preas tour of agricultural writers 

last week. 

He said that because of the 
government's policy of net giving 
eredit to the farmers, elements out- 
side the farming community might 
Start investing in high-profit 
agricultural projects that need large 
investments, such as flower grow- 
ing. In the long run such a develop- 
ment would not be In the best In- 
terest of the farmers, he added. 

Today any farmer with enough 
money can start growing flowers. 
Some circles in the Agriculture 
Ministry say that the flower growers 
are well off today and do not need 
¢eredit. But other officials think that 
withholding credit will mean that no 


new farmers will be able to enter this 
lucrative field. Only farmers 
already established will be able to 
expand, these officials say. 

Moshe Weljel, the head of the Hor- 
ticulture Division in the ministry 
told the Journalists that within a very 
short time Israe] has become the 
world’s second-largest (per capita) 
flower grower and exporter. The 
Netherlands stili are in the first 
Place. But Weijel believes that in a 
matter of 8 year or two Israel will 
reach the number one spot. 

He said that this year Israel ex- 
pects to export 500 million flowers 
and next year 800 million. This year 
the country will earn FoB $54.4m. in 
this branch and next year $89m. The 
number of flower growers 18 4,500 
now and next year It [5 expected to 
grow to 6.000. 

Some 70 extension service workers 
employed by the ministry are active 
in this field. The biggeat compliment 
these advisers get is that farmers 
complain they are not receiving 
enough visits.

TEL AVIV. — The Health Resorts 
Authority has been empowered by 
the government to regulate the ser- 
vices given to tourists and foreigners 
who come here to benefit from 
medical treatment in the country's 
hospitals, Sami Twaig. director- 
general of the authority said last 
week. 

“Until now,"' he sald, ‘these 
patients were often taken in hand by 
“brokera’ who ripped them off mer- 
cllessly, charging exorbitant prices 
for putting them in touch with doc- 
tors. These ‘brokers’ algo promised 
patients all sorts of miracle cures, 
which, of course, no phyalcian could 
deliver."” 

Another problem was that 
forelgners were often given 
precedence over Israelis in 
hospital beds, always in short supp- 
ly. This forces Israelis to wait eight 
and nine months until they get the 
medical treatment they are entitled 
to, Twaig said. The Health Resorts 
Authority will work to eliminate 
these “brokers” and see ‘to it that 
hospital beds are allotted on an 
equitable basis, he promised. 

Twaig dwelt at length on the ex- 
pansion of the facilities offered to 
“<medical tourists," who came here 
not for cures from acute diseases, 
but for help in easing the discomforts 
of two chronic diseases, arthritis and 
ita related ailments, and skin dis- 
eases. Among the latter it is es- 
pecially psoriasis, which afflicts two 
to three per cent of mankind 
(including Israelis).

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Electric Corp. profits are 
down almost 60 per cent

TEL AVIV. — The profit and toss 
statement for the Israel Electric 
Corporation (TEC) as of March 31, 
1978 shows that net profits for the 
year plummeted by 59.4 per cent, to 
TLiim. By contrast the corporation 
the year before earned IL41.9m. 
Most of the shares of the IEC are 
held by the government, which sets 
electricity rates and determines fuel 
prices, thus also controlling the 
firm's profits. 


The corporation's income in the 
year under review rose by 542 per 
cent and stood at IL4.35b. However, 
operating expenses soared by 55 per 
cent and were IL3.7b., of which IL2.5 
Ὁ. reflected fuel costs. The factors 
which most severely depressed 
profits were related to financing 
costs. These rose by more then 75 
per cent and were IL622m. In spite of 
ita lacklustre performance, the cor- 
poration maintains its annual 10 per 
cent gross cash dividend, 

The report revealed much about 
the country's electricity consump- 
tion over the past two years.

FOR WEEKS the main issue in the dispute with the high school 
teachers was their demand that the government commit itself 
‘in advance to accept the recommendations of a committee to be 
appointed to study their status. The government felt unable to 
waive its prerogative of reserving the final decision to itself. 

The compromise finally reached was that Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer would pledge his support, in the cabinet, for 
the commiitee’s recommendations, and that a similar promise 
of support would be given by Prime Minister Begin. 

Last Friday, it seemed that agreement had been reached, 
subject to hammering out some final details concerning the ex- 
change of letters between the teachers and Mr. Hammer. All ° 
outstanding issues, including the problem of pay for the strike- 
period — which the teachers undertook to make up by teaching 
in future vacations — had been settled, and Mr. Begin was in 
fact waiting for the final meeting that was to signal the end of 
the strike. 

So it seemed — until Civil Service Commissioner Abraham 
Friedman upset the applecart by vetoing any strike pay and by 
adding an ‘interpretive note" of his own, This sought to make it 
clear that if the teachers raised new demands or struck again, 
negotiations would be renewed only on the basis of the wage 
agreement that expired last April. The wage hikes granted to 
the elementary school teachers would therefore not apply to the 
secondary school teachers in such a case. 

This last-minute veto by a civil servant of an agreement 
reached with the Minister of Education seriously undermines 
whatever trust the teachers could place on the value of Mr. 
Hammer's pledge to support the recommendations of the com- 
mittee. If 2 civil servant, however ranking, can void an under- 
taking by a Minister — what can the teachers expect when the 
committee’s recommendations reach the Cabinet table? 

Formally, the civil service commissioner was acting within 
his rights. His announcement that there would be no pay for the 
strike period was hazed on ἃ previous cabinet resolution to that 
effect. But the point is not whether he was formally right, but 
whether invoking that resolution, out of many others 
that have been allowed to sink quietly into oblivion, was the 
better part of wisdom. 

What motivated this last-minute snag was not the need to save 
the expense of the teachers’ salaries for November and 
December. Rather, it appears to fit in with the general attempt 
to bring the teachers, who have not fared too well with their 
strike, to their knees. Wiser and more far-seeing people than 
those who are behind Dr. Friedman’s unexpected intervention 
may ask themselves whether the secondary school system itself 
will be better off if those who run it are cowed into submission. 

What it all amounts to is an example of vindictiveness on the | 
pert of the Treasury represented by Dr. Friedman that is un- 
calied for and self-defeating. The dispute with the teachers 
would not have been totally solved even had last Friday's agree- 
ment not been torpedoed hy Dr. Friedman. It would only have 
been shelved, pending the recommendations of the committee 
that is to be appointed.: 

The Civil Service Commissioner's tactics in this matter, back- 
ed and inspired as they were by the Treasury, can only sow 
more seeds of bitterness. 


Law can’t rest on Shabbat 


INITIATIVES by political leaders and police commanders are 

urgently required during the remainder of this week to prevent 

a further outbreak of violence between religious zealots and 

eile? residents of the new Jerusalem quarter of Ramot next 
abbat. 

On Saturday, religious residents of the Kiryat Zanz quarter . 
set up roadbiocks along the newly opened road to Ramot and 
stoned cars which drove along it. They were demanding that 
traffic along the new road that passes several hundred metres 
from their orthodox neighbourhood be forbidden on Saturdays 
and that such traffic be rerouted back to the old road. 

The irony of this latest case of religious-secular strife is that 
Sabbath motor traffic on the old road was an equal source of 
irritation to residents of the religious neighbourhood of 
Sanhedria Murhevet. Last Saturday secular counter- 
demonstrators set up a competing roadblock along the old road 
to compel motorists to use the new road despite the threat of 
trouble fram Kiryat Zanz. 

The police intervened to remove the “secular” roadblock 
while leaving the ‘‘religious" roadblocks in place and counsell- 
ing drivers to take the old road. 

Given the passions which raged on Saturday it should be clear 
that repetition of partial and illegal police intervention will be 
tantamount to inviting a major violent confrontation between 
secular hotheads and religious zealots. This is certainly not 
what Jerusalem needs, at this time, or at any time. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek's terms of office have been marked by 

' far-reaching attempts to find a modus vivendi with orthodox 
neighbourhoods on the issue of keeping motor traffic out of their 
streets on the Sabbath. Even if cordoning off streets on the Sab- 
bath ia questionable from a legal point of view, it reflects the 
flexibility that has been shown in seeking a solution to this thor- 
ny problem. 

Mr. Hoilek and the orthodox politicians with whom he is 
negotiating should, however, be alive to the fact that flexibility 
and goodwill must move in both directions. 

It is impossible to cut off the largely secular neighbourhood of 
Ramot from contact with the rest of Jerusalem on the Sabbath. 
'To the contrary, it is essential to make contact with Ramot as 
easy as possible, and especially on weekends, to combat the 
feeling of isolation on the part of many of the settlers in this new 
neighbourhood on the city's perimeter. 

Above all it ig essential that the police be instructed to carry 
out their duty of protecting law-abiding citizens intent on using 
the new road, who are fully within their rights and bereft of any 

reasonable alternative. 

Mr. Kollek should be given full support in seeking the aid of 
religious leaders to impress upon the residents of Kiryat Zanz 
the principles of peaceful coexistence with their secular 
neighbours.
